Drouth 
la baoomlag-B.ertouB in many looall- 
tiM .the oondlUon aa to molatnre be- 
ing decidedly 'spotted' In the central 
and Westem conntiea. 

"Except In the driest localities, com 
Is In satisfactory condition and Is 
growing rapidly. Its growth has been 
stimulated greatly by the persistent 
high temperature which has advcraely 
affected other crops. Meadows are ma- 
turing prematurely although some Im- 
provement from local rains Is noted. 
Hay harvest has begun with the 
weather (hTorable and yields light. 
Oata are tilling UKter on aoconnt of 
ahowers, but straw la abort 

"A full crop of tobacco could not be 
aet In the dark district on account of 
dry soil. Transplanting of hurley was 
generally completed during the week, 
which Is unusually late tor this crop. 
In most of the stale the weather was 
favorable for threshlnp, which made 
good progress; but yields are general- 
ly less than expeoloii. This is bolievcd 
to be due to the long period of dry 
Weather preceding harvest that pre- 
vented many beads from tilling com- 
pletely. 

"Some young clover has died In the 
drtest dIetrleU and only favored local- 
ities report It In good condition. Pas- 
tures are short and badly dried In 
some sections. 

"Farm work is In good shape and 
Orops are olenn and well cultivated."

Washington, July 1. —Former Pres- 
ident William Howard Taft was nom- 
Inted late Thursday by President 

Harding to bo Chief Justice of the 
United States, and his nomination was 
confirmed by the Senate in ezeontive 

session. 

The nomination w.is not conflrini'd 
without opposition, however, and a 
roll-call was demanded. The opposi- 
tion waa understood to have been 
voiced by Senators Borah, Idaho; 
Johnson, California, and Lali\>llette, 
Wisconsin, all Republieana, who were 
said to have criticised Mr. Taft's rec- 
ord and his nomination. 

On the roll-call, however, only four 
votes were cast against confirmation. 
These were by Senators Tlorali. John- 
son, and LaPollette, and Ronator \V;\t- 
Hon, Democrat, GoorKla. 

The final vote was 60 to 4. An agree- 
ment was reached not to make pub- 
lic the roll-call. 

Mr. Taft will succeed the late Ed- 
ward Douglass White, whom he ap- 
pointed to the ofllce In 1910. 

It waa indicated that Preeldent 
Harding had acted ao far in advance 
of the winter term of the court be- 
cause he felt that the new Chief Jus 
tice should have ample time to reor- 
ganize the court's business before the 
reconvening October 1 

Mr. Harding Is understood to have 
been advised by legal ofllcprs of the 
administration that all the Federal 
Courts were so congested with busl- 
neas that prompt action during sum- 
mer reoeas waa neceaaary in order to 
expedite litigation aa much aa pes- 
slble.

Tkanday. 

Five priiotters, aenteaoed daring the 
June term of Fideral court in Lexing- 
ton, early Thursday made their escape 
from the county Jail. No trace of them 
had been found. 

Those who iriade ilieir eseape. their 
sentences nnd descriptinns follow; 

Charles Droivn. of A.shland, sentenc- 
ed to two years In ilie Federal prison 
at Atlanta for breaking Into an Inter 
Btate shipment, .lu or 35 years old, 
red hair, blue eyes ,about sik feet tall 
and weighing about 136 poonds. 

Will Gartin, Haldemar, Ky., three 
months in county jail for violating the 
Mann Act, fair complexion, blue eyes, 
light hair, about 140 pounds, about 
about five feet ten Inches tall. 

Raymond Meese, Somerset, tljrce 
iiiontliM In county jail for Belling In- 
loxlcating lliiuor, light hair,, about six 
feet tall and between 160 and 170 
pounds In weight. 

Wallace Mitchell, rioyle county, four 
months In county Jail for selling in- 
toxicating ihiuor, brown hair, brown 
eyes, dark complexioned, tall and 
slender. 

Chester Sparks, Somerset, three 
months in county jail for selling in- 
toxicating liquor, between 160 and 165 
pounds, brown hair and about five feet 
nine Inches tali. 

Tlio escape, according to fellow 
prisoners, was effected l)i'twepn 3:30 
and 1 o'clock from llio cell on the first 
floor In llie rear of the jail 

Mitchell, who was confined In a cell 
by himself, sawed a bar from his cell 
and climbed out Into the corridor. He 
then turned a crank that opena all of 
the other cell doors. 

Mitchell's oell was on the West side 
of the jail and the window through 
which the men escaped la located on 
the eaat side. After opening the cell 
doore. Mitchell Is said to have ,Mked 
the others If they wanted to>f$aka 
their getaway. • ■ 

Four responded, but eiglit declined 
the Invitation, preferring to remain 
until their sentences have been served, 
they said. All wore awakened by the 
noise of the sawing. 

Jailer Reuben Cropper said that ac- 
cording to information he had just re- 
ceived, someone gave Mitchell a saw 
on the day he was taken to the court 
house to have aentenee passed on hiic 
by Federal Judge A. M. J. Cochran

Using, Says Expert 




Newspaper and niaga^.ine advertis- 
ing i nthe United States is unlikely to 
suffer any very considerable perm:iu- 
ent loss in voliiine .according to James 
I. Clarke, second vice-president of I he 
National Bank of Commerce in New 
York. In the July number of Com- 
merce l^onthly, the bank's magaslne, 
he presents a comparison of total ad- 
vertising lineage for the past ten 
years with bank clearings outside New 
Vork, an accepteil index of business 
activity. This comparison shows (hat 
both follow the same Boneral Irenil. 
ho points out. and that the un!>r('('e. 
dented yrowih of advortltiim ilurii::' 
tho postwar boom period was primar- 
ily the result of business activity rath- 
er than of extraneous causes. 

"There is a popular belief that the 
passing of the abnormal conditions of 
recent years may result In a marked 
and permanent reduction In advertis- 
ing of every sort." Mr. Clarke de- 
clares. "In nn era of sweeping and 
widespread changes In the course of 
business activity, tho relation between 
the volume of adverlisins: and the vol- 
uirio of Inisini'ss thu': liecomos a inci- 
ter of more tlian iner technical intor- 
e.'^t. nradly viewed .the suliliecl \> 
important not only to publishers, ad- 
vertisers and advertising men but to 
the community as a while. 

"Any great decrease in the volume 
of advertising would have a profound 
effeot on the number and distribution 
of both newspapers and periodicals 
and on the interchange of opinion 
which they so greatly stimulate. Many 
publlcantiona would necessarily be 
disconllnuos while tliose which surviv- 
ed woulil rciicli fewer readers because 
the loss of adverlislni; revenues would 
make necessary large Increases In 
subscription rates." 

Mr. Clarke cites statistics compiled 
by Printers Ink and the Neww York 
Evening Post on newspaper and mn<;- 
ailne advertising, which he has plotted 
as a graph together with the figures 
on bank clearings. He continues: 

"Comparing the curves representing 
New York City newspaper advertising 
and total magazine advertising, It will 
be noted that the soagonal variations 
, In both classes of advertising occtir 
j together and wiili extraordinary rei;- 
I ularity. .Vot only do the fluctuations 
'in newspaper .md uiniiiiziTio adverlis- 
ing occur at llie saiiii> period liiil llicy 
are substantially siniila rin extent. 

"Although the volume of newspaper 
and magaslne advertising in the Unit- 
ed States tends to follow in general 
tha trend of buslneaa aetirity, this 
study of total advertising llneaga am- 
pbulsas tha remarkably stable char- 
acter of the Toluma of advertlstng. the 
general upward trend in the TOlume 
of advertising continued without sub- 
stantial inlorriipi-"ii 'mm "> earl'- 
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lit Soda Fount JMr:^:^ j > cmk^ated in Bottles

ore availabla unti Itho autumn ot liiL'ii 
• nurlng 1919 and the early mnnibs 
ot l:i.'ii llicre was a conaidoralde ^ain 
In both newspaper and magazine ad- 
voriisint;, particularly in the fornier. 
This increase followed a p.-riod dur- 
ing 11117-18 when a rapidly rising 
price level and the stimulation of war 
activity very conaiderably Increased 
bank clearings throughout the coun- 
try so that this Indaz of general busi- 
ness during those two year* tended to 
rise faster than tho volume of either 
ningatine or newspaptr advertising. 

"I nthe summer of 1914 the sudden 
catastrophe of the European War re- 
acted swiftly on nearly every form of 
imsiness octlvity, with the result thai 
bank clearings throughout the later 
half of the year were substantially lie- 
low the average of the preceding year. 
The volume of advertishig aUo de- 
creased, magazine advertising to a 
somewhat greater degree than bank 
cuearlng and newspaper advertising 
In slightly less proportion. 

"During the latter half of I9i!0 and 
the first months of the current year, 
business was again faced with a period 
of sudden and profound readjustment. 
Hank clearings outside of New Yoik 
City, which reached a total of owr 
$lS,nO0.O0O,OOO m October l!ijii, fell to 
Icrs tl'aii $i:!,O0lt.Oit0.aoii in February. 
I'll'l. The volume of magazine advi'r- 
tlslng declined In accordance wiih the 
unusual seasonal fluctuations dnrinv 
the fall of 1920 but much more precip 
Itately than In previous years. The 
volume of newspaper advertising fol- 
lowed the normal seasonal variations 
and decreased proportionately less 
than bank clearings. 

"it thus appears that, ajiari from 
'"iisonal variations, the volume of ad- 
vertisiii!; tends generally lo move with 
general business activity luii iliai on 
the whole the volume of ailverlisinp 
lineage posses marked stability, lisiiii; 
less rapidly than business In seasons 
of extraordinary activity an dfailin.!; 
less rapidly In periods of depression. 
Newspaper advertising appears to bo 
more stable than magazine advertising 
"There appears to be no reason to 
believe that the notable increase In 
periodical advertising during 1919 and 
liiL'rt was Influenced lo any great ex- 
leni liv Keileral taxe:, or waS thO re- 
sult of any factor ollie rtlian tho stim- 
ulus ol husiness activity. 

■■'I'he experience of the past ten 
years and especially that of the pe- 
riods of depression in lliH-lfi and lOJn 
l:i:.'l seems to denionstrnto th.it the 
place of ndvcrtising in the present 
economic system Is thoroughly well 
established, and it seems Improbable 
that there can be any very consider 
able permanent curtailment of Its 
volume."

FEDEBAL APPBOPBIATIONS. 

Washington, D. C. — "Loud cries of 
economy are behig heard from any 
quarters, and Congress and the Presi 
dent have been made the butt of much 
recent crltlcsm for not reducing e.\- 
pendtirures even more than they havo' 
says the Republican Publicity Associa- 
tion. "But there is yet to be sugyested 
an inielligent plan lor putting into ef- 
fect teh further savings that those peo 
pie are calling for. They all concede 
that the Army and Navy must be main- 
tained in a condition of adequate do
